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Willey upsets Jenkins 


Dalton, Willey win School Committee seats; 
Cuticchia, Doherty take other contested slots

Riding an impressive small-town 
political machine, challenger Lloyd 
Willey collected more votes than any 
of the other four School Committee 
candidates and became the newest 
member of the Andover School Com- 
mittee. 

His 1,344 votes bumped incumbent 
Susan Jenkins — the recipient of 1,079 
votes — off the board and carried him 
safely past the 1,263 votes of incum- 
bent Susan Dalton, whom he now 
joins as a member of the committee. 


Following the posting of results, 
Mr. Willey invited 75 to 100 support- 
ers to his house for a victory party. 

“We celebrated until probably 
12:30,” he said. “It was a vigorous 
campaign. I got a lot of people to buy 
in. That’s sort of my style of doing 
things.” 

Ms. Jenkins said she wished Mr. 
Willey and the rest of the newly-elect- 
ed office-holders well. She said there 
is no question she will continue to 
remain on school subcommittees,

Controversial school board 
election makes Muller chair

In an unexpected turn of events, 
second-year committee member Dick 
Muller was elected chairman of the 
School Committee Tuesday night, 3-2. 

The decision surprised last year’s 
secretary, Bill Huston, and fellow com- 
mittee member Mary Lyman, who had 
expected Mr. Huston to be granted the 
post. 

“The complexion of the committee 
changed,” said Mr. Muller, alluding to 
the electoral victory of conservative 
Lloyd Willey over liberal Susan Jenk- 
ins. “I’m looking forward to the chal- 


lenge now. There will be many signifi- 
cant issues over the next few months.” 

Ms. Lyman said because the most 
experienced board member has tradi- 
tionally been elected chairperson, she 
expected Mr. Huston to succeed Susan 
Dalton in that post. She also said that 
the sitting secretary is typically nomi- 
nated to become chairperson. 

“I think people earn that respect. I 
can tell you Ms. Dalton felt last year 
that it was a rubber stamp (when she 
was elected chairwoman). To not have

Suicide-prevention group at work 


Susan Jenkins calls for more community support of youth

With three of four planned public 
forums completed, Suicide Prevention 
Task Force members will now spend 
four weeks investigating ways to pro- 


vide a community-wide network of 


support for Andover teens. 

However, Susan Jenkins, a task 
force member, has said there is a very 
simple way that the community can 
show its concern for its youth: Give

them a place to call their own. 

“Somehow we've got to wake up,” 
she said. Today’s teens “have to live 
with things that we can’t even imag- 
ine.

youths that they are not consid- 
ered equal citizens. Mr. Fahey, 
who was hired in January as the 
town’s youth services coordina- 
tor, does not yet have an official 
office in the community. 

“Merchants don’t like the kids 
and that’s the message they are 
receiving. There’s a lot of pain,” 
Ms. Jenkins said during the elec- 
tion campaign earlier this 
month. “Again, I get the feeling 
that there is some foot-drag- 
ging.” 

Ms. Jenkins has called for 
greater community involvement 
and support of Andover youths. 

“The emphasis is on: this is a 
community effort, not a school 
effort. Somehow we have to 
make it so that (youths) no 
longer feel like they are being 
isolated from the community at 
large,” she said. “The key thing 
now is we're listening. We're lis- 
tening to the concerns of the par- 
ents. We're listening to the pain 
and isolation that all kids have ... 
even the super-achievers. This is 
the final act that a very large 
problem led up to - which is how 
we treat our children in the com- 
munity.” 

The Suicide Prevention Task 
Force was formed earlier this 
year in response to the third teen 
suicide in less than a year. 

The most recent public forum 
was held last Thursday, March 
94, for the elementary communi- 
ty. Approximately 20 people 
attended, but most were already 
members of the task force, 
according to Mr. Fahey. 

“Again, we wish more people 
would come out from the com- 
munity,” he said. 

Many people commented on 
the loss of the three young lives, 
said Mr. Fahey. 

“Then, when we hold these 
public forums, we're not getting 
anyone to come out,” he said. 
“But the people we do have there 
are dedicated and willing to 
share their knowledge, thoughts 
and feelings.” 

The task force previously held 
a forum for the Andover High 
School community March 10 and 
a forum for the middle school 
community March 17. Approxi- 
mately 25 people were present at 
each of the first two gatherings. 

“T thought people came for- 


ward and talked very candidly,” 
said Mark McQuillan, superin- 
tendent of schools. He described 
the forum discussions as very 
fruitful and said that one goal of 
the task force “is to make stu- 
dents feel important and belong 
to the community.” 

Ms. Jenkins suggested one 
way to do this is to reward activi- 
ty in areas other than athletics 
and academics. 

“There are a lot of students 
who feel lonely and disengaged 
from life as we know it here in 
Andover, ” said Dr. McQuillan. 

Members of the task force will 
meet in subcommittees every 
Thursday night for four: weeks 
beginning tonight, March 31, at 7 
p.m. in the School Committee 
room, 

The objectives of these sub- 
committees include developing 
ways to help people talk about 
suicide, developing programs to 
help parents and children com- 
municate, and investigating the 
many causes of teen suicide. 

Dr. McQuillan said that it can 
be difficult for youths to find a 
sense of belonging partly 
because of limited resources or a 
lack of places to congregate. 

The subcommittees will also 
investigate ways to re-establish 
peer counseling at Andover High 
School and “practical ways to 
involve citizens/students in tak- 
ing ownership and responsibility 
for the future direction of the 
town ...” 

One of the ideas the town has 
put into effect is the concept of a 
Youth Town Meeting, planned 
for April 12, And Monday, March 
21, Andover government leaders 
held a youth town government 
day that saw students assume 
the roles of town leaders. 

“They're planning to have a 
Youth Town Meeting. What a 
farce!” said Ms, Jenkins. 
“Because if we're telling them 
their opinions are not valid in a 
multitude of actions then what’s 
the point of having a Youth 
Town Meeting?” 


The fourth and final forum, a 
student forum during school 
hours, will be held May 5. The 
task force plans to presents its 
findings to the Board of Select- 
men and the School Committee 
June 2.

small and yet large enough area that’s 
friendly and cozy and belongs to 
them,” the youth of Andover. 

The house will provide more than 
ample space for both a private office 
for Mr. Fahey and a meeting room for 
the Youth Council. Dr. Larsen and 
Buzz Stapcezynski, town manager, said 
the town is looking for a downtown 
location that will allow Mr. Fahey to 
meet privately with youth in one room, 
if necessary, while another activity is 
conducted elsewhere. 

But before the location is marked as 
belonging to Mr. Fahey and the Youth 
Council, residents must first agree to 
buy the Pearson Street property. That 
will require the passage of Article 54. 

Article 54 asks the town to appropri- 
ate up to $200,000 to purchase the prop- 
erty at 27-29 Pearson St., which abuts 
the town land that houses the fire and 
police stations, The article was origi- 
nally placed on the warrant to assure 
that the land will be available when 
future expansion to the safety center is 
necessary, according to town officials. 

However, Dr. Larsen said “it makes 
sense” to use the unoccupied house on 
that land for youth services. 
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“At our last meeting he had men- 
tioned it,” said Mr. Fahey. “I haven't 
seen it yet, but the fact that there is a 
space is great. It sounds like a neutral 
setting, centrally located.” 

Currently, one must walk through a 
storage space in town offices on Bartlet 
Street to enter Mr. Fahey’s office. 

“At this point anything is better 
than the storage room,” he joked. 

Dr. Larsen said he has not yet con- 
tacted the other selectmen about this 
proposal, However, upon initial consid- 
eration, Bill Downs, chairman of the 
board of selectmen, seemed to support 
the idea. 

“If that would serve the purpose 
until the town decides what to do, I 
suppose it would be OK,” he said. “If it 
passes Town Meeting and we buy it, 
it’s going to be vacant for a while. In 
the meantime, I suppose it would be a 
place for them to use.” 

But Selectman James Barenboim 
said he does not support the idea. 

“T think we could get some other 
space in town that wouldn’t be as 
expensive,” he said. “Plus the fact that 
we'd have to go in and make sure it 
(meets standards.) We'd probably have 
to go in and rebuild the whole thing for 
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Jet, Routes

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Committee approves new format fo $2 million tech piece 


Numbers are in on state 
reimbursement for 
elementary projects

The School Committee gave the go- 
ahead Tuesday night to a new tech- 
nology proposal that significantly 
alters how the $2 million piece of the 
$40.5 million school buildings war- 
rant article will be spent. 

Under this proposal, the two mid- 
dle schools will be fitted with fully 
operational data networks. This 
option, lauded by other committee 
members, was first suggested by 
committeeman Bill Huston at the 
March 15 board meeting. 

School Committee members, who 
approved pursuing the change 5-0, 
said they believed the new proposal 
would be ready for the April 11 Town 
Meeting, but required a change in the 
educational specifications the School 
Building Committee will give to 
architects. 

The move allows for equity 
throughout the system, committee 
members said, and provides for an 
incremental step-up in technology as 
students move from elementary, to 
middle, to the high school. 

The $2 million portion of the $40.5 
million school building plan is the 
only portion not reimbursed at 60 
percent by the state. 

The original, reimbursed elemen- 
tary projects at South and Sanborn 
planned to install all the wiring, con- 
duits and additional parts necessary 
in those schools for an information 
network, In the interest of equity 
across the school system, the school 
department had sought to spend $2 
million in part to provide each of the 
other school buildings with the mate- 
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Matt Lennon, a member of the building committee 


rials necessary to later bring them up 
to the same level. Committee mem- 
bers stressed the importance of equi- 
ty throughout all of the elementary 
schools. 

However, Mr. Huston, Ken Kwa- 
jewski, the computer education pro- 
ject director, and the School Building 
Committee began to realize as the 
cost estimates came in that the $2 
million might not be sufficient to do 
all that the plan had sought to accom- 
plish. 

Therefore, Mr. Huston came up 
with a proposal that would only pro- 
vide a fully operational network to 
the middle schools and would just 
provide the hard wiring necessary in 
the elementary schools for a future 
update. 

“This is infrastructure, It’s like a 
plumbing or heating system,” said 
Matt Lennon, a member of the build 
ing committee, “This is not experi- 
mental, This is good technology. It's 
an investment which would take us 
through 10, 15 years, which in tech- 
nology terms is a long time.” 

The committee will have to decide 
what degree of preparation it wants 
to provide to South and Sanborn, the 
two elementary schools reim- 
bursable at 60 percent under the pro- 
ject. 

The decision to back off from an 
operational network at South is esti- 
mated to save approximately $100,000 
and there will be a somewhat smaller 
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J 
savings at Sanborn as well, said Mr. Ae 
Lennon. 

Elements of the proposal still need 
to be determined by the School Com-

nology update included in the whole 
package. 

Preliminary estimates for alloca 
tion of the $2 million piece indicate 
that approximately $420,000 would be 
spent for computer networking at the 
two middle schools, while $20,000 will 
be spent at each of the remaining 
school buildings. Approximately 
$110,000 will be spent on training of 
personnel across the six locations 
included in the $2 million piece. 

Approximately $440,000 will be 
spent on equipment, $275,000 on a 
video network, $205,000 on software, 
and $50,000 on planning. 

In related news, Jim Marsh, chair 
man of the building committee, 
announced the project costs that he is 
confident the state will approve on 
the overall elementary projects. 

“South School will receive from 
the state an allowable $7,964,803 that 
will be eligible for 60 percent reim- 
bursement,” he said. 

Sanborn will be eligible at 60 per- 
cent reimbursement for $3,993,344, he 
said. 

Mr, Marsh said the project might 
cost less but would not cost more 
than those figures. 
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Private warrant articles aimed at reducing taxes

by property taxes. 

“Government 
keeps growing and 
growing without real 
justification or 
accountability. (Gov- 
ernment officials) 
start out with a pre- 
disposition to 
spend,” Mr. Teves’ 
said in a written 
explanation of the 
article. “Passage of 
this article offers an 
opportunity to slow 
down the annual 
increases in spend- 
ing.” 
“It has been the 
policy in Andover in 
recent years to spend 
every dollar avail- 
able to be spent 
under the (Proposi- 
tion) 2 1/2 formula. A 
town is not required 
to spend up to its 
limit,” Mr. Teves 
said. “I hope this 
article will generate 
a healthy discussion 
about levels of spend- 
ing — how much is 
prudent.” 

Mr. Robb said he 
has no idea whether 
the article, as pro- 
would be 


binding if approved 
by Town Meeting 
because he hasn’t 
had a chance to dis- 
cuss it with Mr. 
Teves. He also said 
Mr. Teves’ article 
does not make it 
clear when it would 
take effect. 

If it took effect 
immediately, it 
would mean cutting 
$400,000 out of the fis- 
cal 1995 budget, Mr. 
Robb said. 

The estimated rev- 
enues from new 
growth is $800,000 for 
Fiscal 1995. If half of 
that were cut, 
$240,000 would have 
to be taken out of the 
schools’ operating 
budget and $160,000 
would come out of 
the town’s operating 
budget. 

“Bither way, 
you're talking about 
sealing back the 
operations one way 
or another,” Mr. 
Robb said. 

If it were not to go 
into effect until Fis- 
cal 1996, the impact 
would probably be 
similar next year, he 
said. 


Free cash 

Article 30 propos- 
es spending $600,000 
of the town’s “free 
cash” to reduce the 
town’s Fiscal 1995 
tax rate. 

According to last 
year’s FinCom 
Report, free cash is 
“the amount of sur- 
plus revenue over 
and above uncollect- 
ed taxes as of July 1 
of each year as certi- 
fied by the state. It is 
available for appro- 
priation by town 
meeting.” 

The latest certifi- 
cation set the town’s 
free cash at $2.1 mil- 
lion. The town is 
working with a poli- 
cy of trying to attain 
a free-cash level of 3- 
5 percent of the bud- 
get. With a $60 mil- 
lion budget, that 
would mean having 
between $1.8 million 
and $3 million in free 
cash. 

“We're at the low 
end of that with the 
$2.1 million,” Mr. 
Robb said. 

Mr. Teves’ first 
submitted this arti- 
cle at the November 


1992 Town Meeting, 
but it was voted 
down after the the 
FinCom character- 
ized it as being “fis- 
cally irresponsible,” 
said Mr. Teves. 

He said he wants 
this article to send a 
message to local offi- 
cials to control 
spending. 

“Unless we send a 
strong message, our 
local officials will 
continue to spend 
and raise our taxes, 
making future over- 
rides inevitable. I 
hope average citi- 
zens, especially those 
on fixed incomes, 
will be afforded a 
decrease on their tax 
bills for Fiscal 1995,” 
Mr. Teves said. 

Mr. Robb said free 
cash can be used for 
emergency expenses, 
and, if it were exces- 
sive, that it could be 
used to pay for one- 
time expenses, such 
as paying off a snow 
removal deficit. But 
using it to pay oper- 
ating expenses is 
poor financial prac- 
tice and is frowned 
on by companies that 


set the town’s bond 
rating. A bad bond 
rating translates to 
higher interest on 
loans. 


Audit 

Article 62 would 
spend money aiow in 
the hope of saving 
money later. 

It asks residents 
to appropriate up to 
$100,000 for an inde- 
pendent  outside- 


management audit of 
all departments of 


the town to identify 
ways to increase effi- 
ciency in the deliv- 
ery of services and 


reduce the cost of 


operations. 

“A town with an 
annual budget as 
large as Andover’s 
from time to time 
needs to examine 
operations and try to 
find ways to improve 
service delivery 
(and) reduce costs or 
both. I believe 
improving the man- 


agement capacity of 


Andover should be 
viewed as an invest- 
ment in the town’s 
future. It makes 
sense to spend mon- 


ey now to bring a 
larger long-term sav- 
ings,” Mr. Teves 
said. 

Mr. Robb said the 
FinCom likes parts 
of this article, but 
recommended 
against it because it 
is too expensive and 
broad. 


The FinCom is 
recommending in its 
report for Town 
Meeting that the 
town look at over- 
time expenses in the 
police department 
and at organization 
and operating proce 
dures in the Munici- 
pal Maintenance 
Department. If Mr. 
Teves article were as 
specific, the FinCom 
might be able to sup- 
port it, Mr. Robb 
said. But it also asks 
to spend too much 
money, and although 
it only says to spend 
“up to” $100,000, 
money that is 
approved tends to get 
spent, Mr. Robb said. 

“We don’t think 
you need to spend 
anywhere near that,” 
Mr. Robb said.

Warrant Article 67: 


Purchase Elks land for $500,000? 


By Alix Driscoll 

Some senior citizens want the 
town to buy nine acres at 400 S. 
Main St. for a new senior center. 
Members of the Council on 
Aging hope some time in the 
future there might be an assist- 
ed-living facility on town-owned 
land behind the nine acres, 
which will come up at the April 
11 Town Meeting in the form of 
Article 67. 

The Council on Aging held a 
public informational meeting 
about Article 67 Tuesday for 
senior citizens. This article asks 
that the town buy the Elks- 
owned land for up to $500,000, for 
municipal purposes. But, accord- 
ing to Sharon Souza, coordinator 
of senior services, there has 
been a working understanding 
with the Board of Selectmen that 
this land would be used by the 
Friends of Andover Senior Cen- 
ter Inc. to build a center. If Town 
Meeting agrees to the purchase, 
the Board of Selectmen will be 
asked to approve the use of this 
land for a senior center. 

Doreen Correnti, member of 
the Council on Aging and presi- 
dent of the Friends, said there is 
a great need for such a center 
because one out of five Andover 
residents is a senior citizen. 

There are now 4,600 senior cit- 
izens in town with 10,000 expect- 
ed in a few years, according to 
Ms. Correnti. Citing a lack of ser- 
vices for seniors in Andover, she 


said, “We are losing a lot of 
seniors to other communities.” 

She said the Friends plan to 
raise through private sources 
the $3 to $4 million needed to 
build the center. 

William T. Ryan, member of 
the Council on Aging, said the 
council is looking for the atten- 
tion of the community and seed 
money. He asked the approxi- 
mately 50 people in the audience 
for sponsorship of the article by 
attending Town Meeting and 
bringing supportive friends, 

Believing Andover senior citi- 
zens need their own center, 
members of the Council on 
Aging have been looking at cen- 
ters in other communities, at 
least 16 in all. The council would 
like to model the Andover center 
on buildings in Peabody, Lexing- 
ton and Chelmsford, said Mr. 
Ryan. 

Finding a site 

The state mandates the pro- 
cess for finding appropriate land 
for a senior center, Mr. Ryan 
said. 

“You can pick out a site, but 
the town is under no obligation 
to pick it,” he said. 

“The request for proposals 
process” asks landowners to sub- 
mit parcels for consideration. 
The four pieces of land submit- 
ted in Andover are the 9-acre 
parcel owned by the Elks, four 
homes on Chapman Street 


owned by Howard Ponti, land at 
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the Elks land. He pointed out that the town 
would save the $500,000 purchase price by 
using already-owned land. Ms. Correnti said 
the town didn’t offer the 45 acres to the coun- 
cil for the senior center. 

When asked why this parcel or part of it 
was not offered, William Downs, chairman 
Tyer land adjacent to housing on Railroad of the Board of Selectmen, said, “I don’t * 
Street. know.” 

Ms. Souza said the council has not yet f 
investigated the Chapman Street, Steyens 
Street or Railroad Street parcels. 

Elks site is favored 

Mr. Ryan said the Elks land has room for 
expansion, is on a transportation line, is easy 
to get to by car and has plenty of room for 
parking. The senior center needs 4.5 acres, 
say officials. This area has nine acres. The 
town already owns 45 acres behind the Elks 
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could offer for a senior center. The Board of 
Selectmen offered several parcels but they 
were attached to school properties or were 
not suitable because of transportation diffi- 
culties, he said.

“The difference is the atmosphere, the 
cleanliness of the place,” Mr. Pruneau said. 
“And, our prices are the best in town,” 

A lot of people don’t yet realize that the 
Park Street Pub serves food. 

“That's the part of the business I need to 
cultivate more,” Mr. Pruneau said. 

The fare is what Mr. Pruneau described as 
a “basic pub menu.” 

Monday through Friday the pub offers 
$2.99 lunch specials that might include a 
meatloaf dinner or shepherd's pie.

In answer to a letter from a profes- 
sional plastic recycler in the Towns- 
man, let me say that no one is more 
pleased than I to hear that there are 
improving markets for PET (No. 1) 
plastics. 

My article referred to life as it is 
here in Andover, Our town has tried 
and failed to get our recycling con- 
tractor, Waste Management, to pick 
up plastic curbside. My suggestions 
were, therefore, to our homeowners 
who want to recycle and only can get 
rid of their plastic at a once-a-month, 
four-hour, collection center. The 
crowd and traffic conditions at this 
pick-up point are very worrisome, 
for children who want to help and for 
seniors who must carry goods,

sure our plastic is clean and in the 
right container. 

In the meantime, the rules have 
changed at the collection site. The 
goods recycled are the same, plastics 
1 and 2 and aluminum. The contrac- 
tor has changed. Vining, our waste 
contractor, is now providing a pack- 
er truck to collect all the plastics (No. 
1 and No. 2) together. This does not 
mean that other plastics may be 
added; it does mean that the plastics 
will be sorted and recycled. He will 
take his load, or two loads as he had 
last week, to a sorting facility in 
Charlestown. If other plastics (not 1 
and 2 - look on the bottom where 
they are numbered) are in the mix, 
they will be picked out by hand and 
thrown away. At this time there is no 
market for the others. You can see 
that this makes the process more 
time- and worker-consuming and, 
therefore, more expensive. Please 
throw away your own plastics that

are not No. 1 and 2. We don’t need to 
transport them and then have them 
sorted. We pay for this service to fol- 
low the state’s mandate, which will 
shortly ban plastics from the inciner- 
ator, to protect our environment 
from pollution, and to provide raw 
materials for new industries (plastic 
reuse), which are developing. 

I'm still in favor of glass — easy to 
recycle — or cardboard, burns cleaner 
than plastic. 

Please be reminded that since Jan. 
1, steel cans (tin cans) should be put 
in your blue bin curbside, along with 
the bottles and paper. Do not bring 
them to the once-a-month collection 
site, Aluminum cans and foil are still 
collected there, These will have to be 
hand-sorted too.

wo student teams from West Middle 

School have won high honors in the 

second meet of this year’s WordMas- 

ters Challenge, a language arts competition 

that consists of three meets held during the 
academic year.

The rea- 
soning ability developed by students in the 
WordMasters Challenge is like the aptitude 
measured for high school juniors and seniors 
by the verbal SAT exam.

celebrate. When daytime temperatures rise 
above freezing and the nights stay cold, sap 
starts to rise in the maple trees. March is 
maple-sugaring time. 

Maple-sugaring is a “sweet” activity that 
has helped the fourth-graders beat the winter 
doldrums and get a jump start on spring 

For the past week, Bancroft students have 
carried on the age-old tradition of tapping 
out, They have identified red maple trees in 
winter, drilled tap holes, set eight taps and 
watched the first drops of sap plink into a 
bucket. And they have tasted the first har 
vest of the year, sweet sap. 

Sap looks like clear water and tastes 
slightly sweet and cold. Most commercial 
maple producers use sugar maple trees. Sug 
ar maples have the highest percentage of sug 
ar in their sap of all the maples, However, 
many members of the Acer family will pro 
vide sweet sap. They tapped red maples at 
Bancroft and, after boiling their sap for what 
seemed like days, the students ended up with 
half a cup of syrup. 

Mary Chmielecki’s students ate popcorn 
with maple syrup and listened to Native 
American tales about the beginning of maple 
sugaring. A parent volunteer helped them 
make maple sugar candy. 

All fourth-graders compared real maple 
syrup with the artificial pancake syrups sold 
in supermarkets. Many students were sur 
prised to learn that many “nancake syrups” 
have little or no maple syrup in them. In a 
blind taste test, most students identified and 
preferred real maple syrup to artificial pan- 
cake syrups. 

Many students combined their at-school 
investigations with a field trip to Mas 
sachusetts Audubon Society’s maple-sugar- 
ing program at Drumlin Farm in Lincoln, 
where they saw a large evaporator boiling 
sap; compared sugar maples to red maples; 
collected sap; and enjoyed a “near-perfect” 
early spring day.

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Bylaw would put 
joggers in line 


By Don Staruk 

Motorists who dislike dodging 
joggers on the road will at least 
have the opportunity to meet the 
exercise enthusiasts face to face 
if a proposed bylaw change is 
approved at the April 11 Town 
Meeting. 

Article 40 would amend the 
town’s general bylaws by adding 
a section entitled “Pedestrian 
Regulations” that would require 
joggers, and all pedestrians, to 
run, walk, or roll on the side of 
the road facing traffic. The law 
defines pedestrian as anyone 
using a public street on foot, 
“including any walker, power 
walker, race walker, jogger, run- 
ner, in-line skater or skier, for 
the express purpose of recreation 
or exercise.” 

In addition, the change 
would: 

¢ Prohibit pedestrians from 
traveling more than two abreast 
and require jogging, walking or 
rolling in single file “where con- 
ditions warrant”; 

* Require wearing a reflective 
vest or similar garment one-half 
hour before sunrise and one-half 
hour after sunset; 

« Make violations non-crimi- 
nal offenses punishable by a fine 
of $25 for the first offense and $50 
for a second or subsequent 
offense. 

The article originated with 
Police Chief James Johnson and 
was written by Patrolman Bob 
Cronin. Officer Cronin, who is 
the only serious runner on the 
police department, said the 
bylaw proposal should not offend 
runners. 

“You can protect yourself and 
see what’s coming at you,” he 
said. 

The bylaw proposal is along 
the same idea of the signs erect- 
ed last year on major roads 
entering town that advise 
motorists that Andover shares

its roads with runners and bicy- 
clists. This puts some of the onus 
for safety back on the runner. 

It puts “some responsibility 
on the runner to be a responsible 
citizen,” Officer Cronin said. 

Buzz Stapezynski, town man- 
ager, said the town has received 
complaints about groups of run- 
ners blocking traffic, especially 
around lunch time in the indus- 
trial areas of West Andover. In 
addition to the inconvenience to 
motorists, it’s really a safety 
issue, Mr. Stapcezynski said. 

Mr. Stapezynski said he would 


be directly affected by the. 


change because he often takes a 
walk after dinner, often in the 
dark, and he would have to wear 
a reflective vest to comply with 
the bylaw. 

The bylaw requires that the 
reflective garment have at least 
10 square inches of reflective 
material on both the front and 
back. Mr. Stapezynski said he is 
not sure if a runner’s light or a 
flashlight would suffice as a sub- 
stitute for the vest. 

But the bottom line is that 
pedestrians still have the right of 
way, Patrolman Cronin said. 

Officer Cronin said enforce- 
ment of the bylaw would fall on 
the police, if the need arises. 

“T would like to look at it more 
as an educational tool than a 
police enforcement tool,” Officer 
Cronin said.

Susan Dalton was happy with her 
results, “I’m very pleased with my 
vote, I can’t wait to get back to 
work,” said a somewhat sun and 
wind-burned Ms. Dalton, Monday 
night. 

Ms. Dalton, who began her fifth 
three-year term on the committee the 
next night, said she would try to 
enjoy the victory “between today and 
tomorrow.” 

“There’s no time off. The learning 
cure is a couple of hours long,” said 
Mr. Willey “I'm tired is what I am. It 
was a real long day, what with the 
raw weather.” 

Mr, Willey, Ms. Dalton, Ms. Jenk- 
ins and Mr. Josephson toted signs 
outside the polling stations at 
Andover High School’s Dunn Gym- 
nasium throughout the day.

Mr. Doherty will preside over 
Town Meeting for the 17th consecu- 
tive year. 

Housing Authority race 

By contrast, new Housing Author- 
ity member James Cuticchia will 
hold elected office for the first time. 

“Obviously, I’m very happy with 
the result. I appreciate everybody’s 
support and confidence,” said Mr. 
Cuticchia. 

Mr. Cuticchia easily topped 
Rolande Werner, garnering 1,922 
votes to her 509. There were 400 
blank ballots in that race. 

Mr. Cuticchia was at the polls 
from opening to closing and relied on 
a number of friends and co-workers 
to carry signs on election day. His 
backers also elicited support through 
mailings to residents prior to Mon- 
day’s election. 

In uncontested races, selectmen 
Larry Larsen and James Barenboim 
collected 2,059 and 1,865 votes respec- 
tively.

Potential for housing 

Ms. Correnti said the council 
learned during summer visits to neigh- 
boring communities the most success- 
ful senior centers are located near 
senior housing sites. 

Arthur Smith, a member of the 
Council on Aging, agreed. This makes 
it easy for seniors to attend activities 
and to volunteer there. He said the 
council would hope to have housing for 
the elderly, such as congregate living 
places or small apartments for seniors, 
nearby. He said he looked to the 45

What will the center look like?

Ford's Coffee Shop will close April 2. Many long- ’ 
time residents have been telling stories of their P 
experiences with Tom and Stella Koravos during Ca 
the last 40 years.

Founded in 1932, the family-operat- 
ed store opened as a paslry shop. Twenty-two years later, in 1954, 
Tom and Stella bought the business and transformed it into an 
Andover institution. = 
Today it serves as a hub in town; the local gather- 
ing place for political discussions, business meet- 
ings, or just a casual breakfast or lunch, Many’s 
the day when Stella would greet customers at the 
door, ask them how the kids are, get them a 
booth as soon as possible, and run the cash reg- 
ister too. Meanwhile, Tom, working like a one-arm 
paperhanger in the kitchen, always had a smile, 
always, always took the time to say hello and 
always cooked the best breakfast and lunches in 
town. Mardly a-Gaturday goes by when thereisnit: 
standing-room only, as customers from town, 


Phillips Academy and visitors come by, not to 
mention most of the local politicians. Stella and 
Tom were never shy about their political opinions, 
as recorded in local papers and TV slations 
You could always hear politics being discussed, 
old New England-style.

ents bought on Main Street in 

1954, 
“| was 7 when they bought Ford's,” Ms. Sintros 
said, 
Her family had lived in Lowell and every Sun- 
day during the summer they would drive to the 
beach. In the days before Route 495, that 
meant passing through Andover and her father 
would always say how much he liked this town. 
Then one day he saw that Ford's Bakery, Ice 
Cream and Candy was for sale, and decided to 
buy it. 
In the beginning, Mr. Koravos would come to 
work everyday while his wife worked in a dress 
factory in Lowell. At night he'd often bring 
home the leftover doughnuts and pastries and 
when there were too many for the family, he'd 
give them to the orphanage just up the street 
from their Lowell home. The nun there would 
always say "God bless you" to her father and, 
since he was so busy and didn't get to church 
all the time, he figured he was covered, Ms. 
Sintros said. 
Mr. Koravos finally told his wife he needed her 
at the restaurant and they've been at each oth- 
er's sides, or al least across the counter from 
each other, ever since. 
“For the first 15 years they never took a vaca- 
tion,” Ms. Sintros said. 
When she and her husband, Spike, married, 
they tried to get her parents to take a week off, 
but they were worried about what would 
become of their customers if they weren't there 
to make the breakfast and coffee. Finally, they 
gave in, 
“If we have no customers when we come 
back, we'll rebuild, | remember them saying,” 
Ms. Sintros recalled, 
That was 25 years ago. In their absence for 
that one week in February each year, various 
family members fall into place to care for 
Ford's and its precious customers. 
Mr. Sintros spends his February school vaca- 
tion at the restaurant along with Jack Mahoney 
of Westford, the husband of Ms. Sintros's 
cousin. Mr. Mahoney has also worked at Ford's 
every Tuesday night and every other Saturday 
for 19 years. 
“It really is a family affair,” Ms. Sintros said. 


* Her own three boys each made their first visit 


to the restaurant to visit their grandparents the 
week after they were born. 

“Because their grandparents never left Ford's,” 
Ms. Sintros said, “My boys really grew up on 
Main Street visiting their grandparents,” 

And as soon as they were able to lift a cup and 
saucer they worked there as well. 


Glimpses of the past 

From the time he was 3 years old, Chris, her 
youngest son, used to sit at the counter and 
play tic-tac-toe with the late Frank McNulty, of 
Elm Street, who used to stop for coffee every 
day during his ritualistic morning walk up to

Phillips Academy and back, according to Ms. 
Sintros. 

“And Chris would say, ‘Mom, he doesn't know 
how to play that game. | win all the time,” Ms. 
Sintros said. “It really was (Chris's) home away 
from home.” 

Ms. Sintros worked in Ford's from the time she 
was at Doherty Junior High, now the middle 
school, through college and through most of 
her married life. She remembers when there 
was no McDonald's, Papa Gino's or Friendly's, 
and the only place to go was Ford's, the Coffee 
Mill, near where the Andover shop is now, or 
Varette’s, a restaurant where Enzo of Andover 
is now on Main Street. 

“Before all the football games, all the kids 
would be uptown and Ford's would be just 
jammed” with kids eating hot dogs, hamburg- 
ers and french fries, she said. 

They would all leave for the game and come 
back afterward. One night she didn’t want to 
come back to Ford's after the game because 
she knew she'd have to work, Ms. Sintros said, 
so she went to the Coffee Mill. She felt so bad 
about it that she still feels a little bit guilty today, 
she said. 

As for big events at Ford's, “My wedding was a 
big event,” Ms. Sintros said. 

“Dad did not want to close on my wedding day. 
It was a Saturday.” 

He did finally close for the wedding, but that 
was one of the few exceptions over the years. 
One of the most traumatic points in Ford's his- 
tory was when Bill Scanlon bought the building 
and closed it while he was making renovations. 
It was supposed to close for three weeks. 

“! think we were closed for three months,” Ms. 
Sintros said. “| really didn't think my father was 
going to make it.” 

Mr. Koravos would go down to the store every 
day and walk up and down the street. He 
would ask the workmen what they were doing 
and offer to help. If he saw them taking a long 
coffee break, he'd urge them back to work. 


This was a place that didn't even close for fam- 
ily funerals, Ms, Sintros said. 

“Someone always hung back and it was usual- 
ly Spike,” her husband, Ms, Sintros said. 
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The same went for weddings. 
“He just worried about their customers,” Ms. 
Sintros said of her father. 
Ms. Sintros tells a story about actors Robert 
Urich and Mike Chiklis, each of whom were 
regulars at Ford's when they lived in town. The 
two met at a celebrity gathering in Chicago and 
didn't really know each other, but in talking 
realized both had once lived in Andover and 
ended up talking about Ford's and Stella. 
“My mom got a real kick out of that. ‘Here they 
are in Chicago and they talk about me,” Ms. 
Sintros said of her mother’s reaction 
She remembers Senator Ted Kennedy stopped 
in for coffee when he was first running for office 
and she waited on him. She also kept the tip 
“| think if | went into my (jewelry) drawer, | bet 
\'d find that wrapped up in a little napkin,” Ms 
Sintros said, 
The middle tables in the restaurant were where 
all the “old boys” would sit and solve all the 
problems of the town, according to Ms. Sintros 
Jim Doherty, longtime town moderator, was 
one of them. 
“I think he's still having coffee and a blueberry 
muffin,” Ms. Sintros said. 
She remembers one year, maybe in the ‘60s, 
there was a group who did not like the town 
manager at the time, although she forgets who 
the town manager was. Sid White, who used to 
own a dairy farm off Andover Street, always 
wore a big 10-gallon hat and for a while, the 
group that sided with Sid on the town-manager 
issue all wore big 10-gallon hats, either white 
or black, for solidarity, and the opposing group 
wore the opposite-color hats 
A number of things happened in 

E Ford's, but it was just that kind of 
: place, according to Ms. Sintros, “If 
Stella knew you were looking for a 
house,” she'd make it known and 
help you find one, Ms. Sintros said. If 
a new store opened in town, her 
mother would make sure people 
knew about it and supported it. 
Although she and her parents are 
not “townies” because they weren't 
bor here, “I really feel like one,” Ms. 
Sintros said. 
The end of a tradition 
Her own family always planned 
things around Ford's, making sure 
there was enough help for her par- 
ents to cover the restaurant before 
making any plans, Ms. Sintros said. 
“But no regrets. That was the life,” 
Ms. Sintros said. “It's going to be 
very hard to come to Main Street 
and not stop into Ford's. It will be 
extremely emotional and difficult for 
all of us, and |'m sure for the cus- 
tomers as well.” 
“For a while, it will be very difficult, 
then everyone will find their niche. 
But life will go on,” Ms. Sintros said. 
None of the family members chose 
to take over the business. 
“We've all done it for 40 years, so | 
think it got to the point where every- 
one is ready for something else,” Ms. 
Sintros said. 
She quoted her son Chris, who she 
said really put it best. 
“Without Tom and Stella there, it 
really isn't Ford's,” she said.

An increasingly technolog- 
ical society, emphasis on team building 
in the workplace and a rapidly chang- 
ing world require more than the 
“basics.”

For education, this 
means more equipment, more individ- 
ual attention and more money. What 
our children have been getting is less 
individual attention 
increasing teacher-pupil ratios and 
leaner and leaner budgets. If we cheat 
our children out of a quality education, 
we will be cheating our town (in both 
philosophical and practical ways) and 
our society.

We need a new gym 


Editor, Townsman: 
This April, Andover voters will have 


the opportunity of giving the stamp of 


approval to the School Committee’s 
proposed school building and renova- 
tion project. This plan addresses issues 
and concerns that have confronted our 
community for almost a decade. Field 
space and availability is one such 
issue. A component of the proposed 
project includes renovating and adding 
to the fields at South and Sanborn ele- 
mentary schools and the High School. 
Over the years, school, youth and 
town sports programs have expanded 
and placed heavy demands on the pre- 
sent inventory of fields. In the High 
School interscholastic athletic pro- 
gram, the number of teams has gone 
from 19 to 37 and participants have 
more than doubled from about 375 to 
just over 900 since the original (1968) 
site layout was developed. Adding the 
women’s sports program, which did 
not exist when the fields were created, 
yielded a situation where, in each sea- 
son, we have more teams than fields. 
Andover needs additional fields and 
diamonds so that our youth can partici- 
pate in popular sports. For example, 
Little League’s 1,100 players have 
access to only two regulation fields and 
two smaller minor fields for their 
games and practices. We have too few 
diamonds for girls softball and baseball 
to run during the same season. Conse- 
quently, while most youth baseball pro- 


because of 


grams occur during the spring, when 
children are in school and available to 
play, girls softball runs during the 
summer when vacations cause many 
girls to miss the chance to play. In addi- 
tion, some town organizations, such as 
Andover Soccer Assoc., must seek pri- 
vately-owned fields to run their pro- 
grams. 

Continued overuse of existing fields 
results in problems maintaining satis- 
factory playing areas and surfaces. The 
inadequate number of fields combined 
with the demand for their use prohibits 
a proper maintenance schedule that 
periodically rests a field to allow need- 
ed repair and restoration. 

The proposed school building pro- 
ject corrects these problems. The site

design provides an adequate and equal 
number of baseball and softball fields 
for our after-school program. New 
fields include a full-size soccer field at 
South and Sanborn, a Little League- 
size field at Sanborn (Sanborn does not 
have a diamond) and a softball field at 
the High School, South and Sanborn 
renovations will each include a down- 
sized rectangular field. Sanborn will 
drain a wet field that stays out of play 
well into the spring. Renovation and 
relocation of the high school fields will 
yield increased usable footage and 
maximize use of this space. It will also 
solve some safety concerns such as 
baseball backstops near tennis courts 
and back-to-back outfields. 

This project allows the town to 
address concerns that surface around 
town meeting each year. With avail- 
able state reimbursement, we can now 
provide these fields for only 40 percent 
of the construction and renovation 
costs. The need for playing space will 
continue to increase as the community 
continues to grow. This project will not 
fill all the present and future field 
needs, but it makes good sense to take 
advantage of a short-term funding 
opportunity (ending June 1) that will 
pay 60 percent of the cost and get us 
started in the right direction. 

Many of us move to Andover 
because of the quality of life it repre- 
sents. Experts today talk frequently 
about the need in our society for places 
that kids can go and things that kids 
can do. A town without these opportu- 
nities for youth sports is a different 
kind of town from Andover. With this 
plan, we can maintain-and improve our 


ability to provide this quality of life for 

our youth. We fear that if we don’t start 

with this plan, what we have now will 

be all we will have for a long time to 

come.

Praises Rev. 
. James Diamond 


Editor, Townsman: 

An article which appeared on 
page 2 of the Townsman’s March 
24 edition has evoked such 
strong feelings in me that I feel 
compelled to share them with 
you. 

What in the world is newswor- 
thy about an admittedly mental- 
ly ill young church organist, 
Renea Waligora, filing a com- 
plaint for allegedly being the vic- 
tim of employment discrimina- 


tion by the Rev. James Diamond 
of Christ Church? There is not 
one substantiated charge in Don 
Staruk’s article, which is nothing 
more than a series of quotes by 
the woman’s attorney.

It reads 
more like a story line from a tele- 
vision soap opera. What hap- 
pened to objective, investigative 
reporting? 

As an older working woman, | 
am deeply saddened that the 
career of a talented young musi- 
cian is halted even temporarily 
by such a disabling emotional 
problem as multiple personality 
disorder. Someone who has 
worked as hard as Ms, Waligora 
to develop her natural talent 
should be able to look forward to 
many years of personal and pro- 
fessional growth. Is she being 
served by this sort of publicity? 
Should we not expect the press to 
weigh the public’s right to know 
against either the individual’s 
right to privacy or, in this case, 
the attorney’s potential desire to 
“up the ante?” Does anyone hon- 
estly believe that it would be pos- 
sible for Ms. Waligora to resume 
her role as musical director at 
Christ Church after all this pub- 
licity? 

As a mother and grandmother, 
I ache for the pain Ms. Waligora 
(again allegedly) suffered as a 


child, which, according to her attorney, is 
the cause of this personality disorder. But, 
again, is this something that we need to 
know? 

As a member of Christ Church, I am angry 
at having what is a painful episode in our 
parish given such prominence in the local 
press. Mr. Staruk concluded his article by 
saying, “Rev. Diamond declined to comment 
on the charges.” Of course he declined to 
comment. Thank God someone has some 
common sense of propriety. The local news- 
paper is not an appropriate forum for adjudi- 
cation of disputes. 

And there’s the real issue: Rather than 
condemn Rev. Diamond (and the vestry of 
Christ Church) for making the wrenching 
decision to ask Ms. Waligora to resign and 
then being forced to dismiss her when she 
refused, I suggest that Rev. Diamond should 
be applauded for putting the interests of his 
parish family first ... What about all the Sun- 
day services that Ms. Waligora wasn't able to 
attend? 

Rather than buy into Ms, Waligora’s attor- 
ney’s allegation that her client was dismissed 
because of her mental illness despite her hav- 
ing “consistently received accolades from 
her employer and members of the parish...,” 
it seems to me that the obvious cause for dis- 
missal was Ms. Waligora’s inability to per- 
form the duties of her position. Talent has 
nothing to do with it; professional reliability 
does. 

As much as I deplore the need to replace 
the musical director at Christ Church, I feel I 
must present an alternative perspective to 


your newspaper’s article about this matter. I 
would like to publicly thank Jim Diamond 
for his wisdom, his compassion, his strength, 
his efforts to shepherd his flock, and inciden- 
tally, for delivering every Sunday a sermon 
that is a spiritual and intellectual treat. 

I pray that Ms. Waligora receives the guid- 
ance, treatment and anonymity that she 
needs to recover fully. The real pity is that it 
does not appear she is well served by those 
advising her.

ASSESSING RISK TOLERANCE 

One factor that investors must assess for themselves is the 
amount of risk that they are willing to take in their personal 
investment profiles.

Warrant articles reviewed 


Alderbrook Road 


By Don Staruk 

Several residents came to the selectmen’s 
meeting on Monday, March 21, to continue a 
discussion started the previous week on 
paving a private section of Alderbrook Road. 
Robert Heitz Jr., of 105 Sunset Rock Road, 
complained to the board on March 14 that 
the town is trying to pave the private road in 
front of his house that he wants to remain 
dirt. The residents who showed up at last 
week’s meeting were split, some for, some 
against paving it. 

At the center of the problem is Article 22 
on the April Town Meeting warrant, which 
asks voters to take by eminent domain a 
piece of road, for which Mr. Heitz holds title, 
so the town can pave the road. 

The dispute revolves around the proposal 
to pave an unpaved section of Sunset Rock 
Road and Alderbrook Road. The public sec- 
tion of Alderbrook ends at Countryside way 
“and the pavement on Sunset Rock ends just 

past Shandel Circle. But both roads continue 
on as dirt roads and meet near Mr. Heitz’ 
property. 

Mr. Heitz does not want the dirt paved. 

His neighbors, Paul and Victoria Rauseo of 

102 Sunset Rock Road, do. On March 21, Mr. 

Heitz presented selectmen a petition signed 
by 38 residents of Sunset Rock Road, Alder- 
brook Road and Countryside Way asking 
that the road be left unpaved. Some of those 
residents spoke at the meeting, as did a num- 
ber of residents who want the road paved. 
Michelle Eudailey, of 100 Sunset Rock 
Road, said Mr. Heitz has on at least two occa- 
sions disrupted her son’s bus route, once by 
blocking the road with his Jeep so the bus 
could not pass. Mr. Heitz claims the dirt sec- 
. tion of Alderbrook is a private road and that 
the bus should not be using it. He alleges 
that the bus is only using that route now to 
set a legal precedent for claiming the road as 
a public way. He claims that in his 10 years 
living there, the buses have only recently 
started using that route. 

Ms. Eudailey said her son’s bus has used 
that road for four years. 

Ms. Rauseo said the road in question is 
narrow and full of potholes and that she 
favors paving it because it’s dangerous. She 
said she also witnessed an incident recently 
in which Mr. Heitz blocked the school bus. 
In response to Mr. Heitz and other neigh- 
‘ bors’ comments that the dirt road slows traf- 

fic in the neighborhood, Ms. Rauseo said the 
police department should be controlling 
speed, not pavement.

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“It’s a road, not someone’s driveway,” Ms. 
Rauseo said. She made a plea for equal rights 
and asked the town to make an impartial 
decision. At least eight resident of the area 
attended the March 21 meeting. Mr. Heitz, in 
a telephone conversation with the Towns- 
man, has vowed to fight the paving to his last 
dying breath. At the suggestion of Selectman 
Charles Wesson, all board members agreed 
to visit the neighborhood and view the road 
in question before making a recommenda- 
tion on the article at Town Meeting. 

The board also voted to recommend: 

+ Disapproval of Article 23, a Planning 
Board article that would amend the zoning 
bylaw to make it slightly easier for appli- 
cants to build small additions to their proper- 
ty in certain cases. It would change the 
requirements for construction of new build- 
ings or enlargements of less than 2,000 
square feet to existing buildings. 

Several residents spoke against the article 
at a previous board meeting, expressing a 
fear that it would cut out of the loop the 
opportunity for citizen input for approving 
such additions. Phil Wormwood, of Lowell 
Junction Road, a former Conservation Com- 
mittee member, told the board the change 
would take away the rights of citizens to 
review and comment on such construction at 
public hearings, and would give that power 
to an “in-house group” of town employees. 

Despite an explanation from Stephen 
Colyer, planning director, that the proposal 
would not change citizens’ opportunity for 
input, and that it would save town officials 
and applicants from unnecessary reviews 
and meetings in select cases, selectmen voted 
4-0 to recommend residents do not approve 
the change. Selectman James Barenboim 


abstained because of a possible conflict of

art. 

Mrs. George Piercy of Bak- 
er’s Lane spent three and one- 
half months on the street 
scene, which starts at Free 
Church on Elm Street and con- 
tinues around the corner onto 
Main Street and to the Town 
House. 

The mural has been fas- 
tened to the wall at Ford’s 
Luncheonette. 

“It just comes naturally,” 
commented the mother of five 
small youngsters. “It’s all a 
matter of shadows to get the 
depth. Actually, I painted most 
of it from memory and only 
drove past twice to recall some 
details.” 

Mrs. Piercy first drew a 
pencil sketch of the scene, 
then enlarged sections to 
include details of buildings 
and people. 

Finally, after two months 
getting the preliminaries 
done, she began the six-week 
painting task. With five chil- 
dren around the house, most 
folks would expect at least one 
accident.

‘And then it happened’

Even after one of the worst winters 
ever, they still find themselves re-liv- 
ing their best summer. 

Six years ago this August, the mem- 
bers of the Andover National Little 
League All-Star team won the Little 
League Bastern Regional Title and 
almost made it to the final round of the 
international Little League World 
Series. 

Twelve years old and having a blast, 
they became the darlings of Andover, 
and were just a few games shy of 
becoming the darlings of America. 

A small handful of victories and it 
could have been them jumping up and 
down on television screens world-wide. 

“If we only knew we would have 
tried, tried to win it all and be on TV 
and have everyone love us,” said Paul 
Allard, the catcher for that team. “But 
it wasn’t a big deal then.” 

“At the time I don’t think we really 
realized what we were doing,” said 
Toby Guzowski, a southpaw standout 
in 1988. “We used to always joke about 
it: ‘Oh, yeah, this is the year we’re 
going to win it.’ And then it happened.” 


Today, as most of the now 18-year- 
old former teammates prepare for 
either their final high school or prelim- 
inary college baseball seasons, the 
memories of that summer have indeed 
become a big deal. As the 14 members 
of the 1988 team train inside gyms at 
Andover High School and numerous 
private schools and colleges, one can 
be sure their minds occasionally flash 
back to that special summer’s warm 
green fields. 

“You always do. It’s something you 
always talk about,” said Matt Wolcott, 
another member of the team. “When 
you’re on a baseball field you think 
back and remember. It was just a great 
time. I don’t think anything will 
change the way we felt about that.” 

“T thought about it yesterday,” 
Guzowski said late last week, “because 
at tryouts a couple of us were talking 
about Rick Saggese and how he’s 
doing.” 

Guzowski and Saggese were the talk 
of Andover back in 1988, when the 
whole town seemed to know how they 
were doing. The pair of lefty hurlers 
had nearly exclusive possession of the 
mound during the tournament and had 
the power at the plate to match their 
one-two pitching punch. 

Wolcott still remembers taking the 
mound for one inning during the 
regional semi-finals. He struck out the 
side. 

“That was the first game I actually 
pitched,” he said. 

With the terrible two there was 
rarely need to go to another arm. 

Guzowski contends that the team 
had enough talent to field two teams, 
both of which could have gone equally 
deep into the tournament. Perhaps he 


forgets there were’ ‘only 14‘ Andover’ 


National players. 

“T just remember our first practice. I 
was sitting there thinking it wasn’t 
going to be a big deal,” said Guzowski. 

A few hours of drills later, the kid 
had sweat coming from every pore. 

“T don’t even think we hit that day,” 
said Allard. 

But Allard maintains that Coach 
Red Harris, who did most of the on- 
field coaching that year, held such a 
practice to show the team just how 
good it was. 

“T was 12 years old and I had never 
worked so hard in my whole life. I went 
home drenched in sweat,” said 
Guzowski. “I realized that day we had 
a lot of talent.” 

Allard said he knew the team would 
be good because the year before, in 
1987, the 11-year-old team compared 
favorably with the 12-year-olds. Allard 
himself had been pulled up and com- 
peted on both teams. 

Wolcott, the number-nine hitter dur- 
ing the Little League tournament, will 
be in the heart of the Andover High 
line-up this year. He has been given the 
once-over by a pair of major league 
teams, along with 25-30 other young 
prospects from areas of New England. 

“They just try out people so they can 
evaluate your abilities, and so they can 
follow up in the future,” he said. 

Wolcott does not believe he has the 
talent to make it to the show. 

“T’’m not that good. I think I'll be a 
productive college player at the Divi- 
sion I level,” he said. “It’s a dream but 
it’s not a reality. I'll keep it a dream.” 

Guzowski said he plans to attend 
Division I Union College in New York 
where he can play both football and 
baseball and focus on his education. 
Both shortstop Wolcott and first base- 
man Guzowski are trying to return to 
the mound to help fill some open slots 
in the High School rotation. 

“l’'m excited actually,” said Allard, 
who will need to handle an unproven 
staff and continue his fine defensive 
game behind the dish. We'll “get the 
battery working again. From catching 
this past week, I don’t think we’ll be

too weak.” 

“He stopped every one of my balls 
(in 1988), which was a feat in itself,” 
said Guzowski, who considers himself 
a Wild Thing, “and then some. That's 
why I’m at first. So I don’t have to 
throw the ball.” 

Meanwhile, Wolcott, who took the 
football season off to further recover 
from anterior cruciate ligament dam- 
age, said he is in the best shape of his 
life. For years he has trained in his 
basement, hitting off a tee and smack- 
ing paper balls in short and soft toss 
drills. 

“The ways have continued. Every- 
one’s working hard,” he said. 

Putting the hard work in hardball 
was why the Andover National team 
became the first Massachusetts team to 
progress as far as it did in the tourna- 
ment. A team that can only play on 
grass half the year doesn’t make it far 
without its share of labor. 

But that work ethic continues to 
have its rewards. Saggese, who now 
lives in Florida, signed a scholarship 
with the University of Miami and was 
offered full scholarships from Clemson 
and Stetson, also in Florida, according 
to his former Andover teammates. 

“He’s the most successful of all of us 
right now,” said Guzowski. “He's the 
one who kept with it and worked with 
it the most.” 

However, the teachings of manager 
Jim Arnold and coaches Harris and 
John Murphy did not consist solely of a 
nose-to-the-grindstone philosophy. 

Wolcott said he learned “that it is a 
game. Just have fun, but work hard 
while you're doing it. 

“When we got to the World Series, it 
was more, ‘Let’s enjoy. Live it up. You 
can only do this once in your life.’ ” 

“A game is exactly what it is,” said 
Allard. “You're supposed to be able to 
laugh. You’re supposed to be able to 


havé ‘a good time. Everyone on the’ ’ 


team should get along, be like a family, 
not filled with cliques.” 

This was a somewhat novel 
approach in a league that saw the Sau- 
di Arabian team up at 5 a.m. to march 
and parents banned from being with 
their children for more than one hour 
during the day. But because of it, many 
of the Andover squad’s memories are 
not even related to the games them- 
selves. 

“One of the things I will always 
remember is that my dad was there 
with me,” said Guzowski, whose father 
died in the spring of his sophomore 
year. 

Saggese has also since lost his 
father, who was killed after being 
struck by a sharply-hit line drive while 
playing baseball. 

Others say they fondly remember 
interacting with the players from Tai- 
wan, Saudi Arabia and Panama. 

“Somehow we got over the whole 
language barrier,” said Allard. “It 
wasn’t like we all went there with one 
thing on our minds - to win.” 

Yet, somehow, that’s exactly what 
happened for much of that summer, 

“We definitely made a few come- 
from-behind victories at the end in the 
Regionals. It was like someone wanted 
us to win. We were playing for fun, and 
somehow the fun won,” said Allard. 
“There’s no daily constant reminder, 
but it was the most outstanding thing I 
was ever involved with in my athletic 
career by far.” 

Allard said he hopes he has been 
able to maintain the youthful inno- 
cence and enthusiasm of the 1988 
team’s approach. 

“Paul is kind of always the one to be 
different on the team,” said Wolcott. 
“In a good way, though, not in a bad 
way. 

As a 12-year-old, Allard sported a 


Mohawk, and teammates, friends, and

d Kupa Jr. celebrated the first 
Be day of spring with a 12-mile 
row on the Charles River. 

“Tt felt great to finally get out,” he 
says. 

Part of the Charles, the basin area 
by MIT, was still ice bound. 

But on March 21, Mr. Kupa set his 
oars at the Boston University 
boathouse and steered the bow of his 
Van Dusen single up river to open 
water. 

Spring practice has begun for a 
chance to compete at the 1995 Pan 
American Games. 

The 1996 Olympics are next. 

Mr. Kupa, 26, of 4 Joseph St., has 
been rowing for a decade. 

During fall and spring trimesters at 
Phillips Academy, he competed in a 
wooden King eight, pulling a single 12- 
foot oar. He says he went out for crew 
because he had to have a fall sport. In 
his first year he made the varsity team. 
He rowed with seven other men to the 
cadence and strategy articulated by the 
coxswain. 

In the summer of ’85, Mr. Kupa dis- 
covered sculling. Alone, on the Merri- 
mack River, he rowed a single boat 
with two 8-foot oars. 

“It’s just you and the boat in the 
water, no coxswain. It takes finer body 
control and balance. 

“T taught myself to scull. Peter 
(Washburn, Phillips Academy men’s 
crew coach) gave me the key to the 
boathouse.” : 
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In 1986, the summer he graduated 
from PA, he competed on the United 
States Junior National team in 
Czechoslovakia. During his four years 
at Trinity College he rowed on an 
eight-man boat. Summers he sculled in 
his single. 

There are eight scullers on the 
national team each year. About 60 will 
try out for the PanAm Games, which 
will be held in Venezuela in 1995. 
That’s a single sculler, a double with 
two scullers, a quad with four scullers, 
and a “spare,” in case of injury. 

That's all, only eight scullers. 

Although he races as a single sculler 
in the Head of the Charles, in the elite 
class, (earning a 10th place this past 
October), he figures his chances of 
making the national team are better 
with a partner in a double. 

Five years ago he began rowing with 
John Lindberg, a teacher and dean of 
students at the Salisbury School in 
Connecticut. At 6’4” and 185 pounds, 
Mr. Kupa is a bit larger than Mr. Lind- 
berg, who is 6'3” and 170 pounds. 

Mr. Kupa says a sculler peaks in his 
late 20s and early 30s. He is 26 and his 
partner is 82. They have no coach. 

“We probably get some advantages 
without all the politics,” he says. 

“Mm a boat together we cooperate. We 
listen to each other. We're both quite 
open. We just want the boat to go 
faster,” he explains. 

Ed and Judi Kupa, Mr. Kupa’s par- 
ents, have been loyal fans for 10 years. 

“Raise a rower and see the world,” 


Ms. Kupa says. 

She and her husband have traveled 
hundreds of thousands of miles to 
watch their son compete. They have 
followed ‘him to Czechoslovakia; Eng- 
land, for the Henley Regatta; and Cuba, 
for the '91 PanAm Games, The Kupas 
would love to head to Atlanta in 1996, 

He is a consultant in distributional 
logistics. She is a speech pathologist 
for the Timberlane Regional School 
District in New Hampshire. 

That first sculling practice on the 
Charles celebrated another achieve- 
ment, says the younger Mr. Kupa. That 
same day he finished his requirements 
for a master’s degree in biomedical 
engineering and started his job at the 
Neuro Muscular Research Center at 
Boston University.

“T need to balance my whole life. | 
try to keep everything on an even 
course,” he explains.

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Making a splash as MV Pirates’ swim coach 


By Cindy. Garrett Rayner 

Michael Spring is making quite a 
splash as coach of the Merrimack Val- 
ley Pirates swim team. He doesn’t yell 
down the lanes at practice. He doesn’t 
encourage 1,000-meter training ses- 
sions. He doesn’t condone weight-lift- 
ing or dry-land training because he’s 
seen that “it doesn’t translate to 
improved swim times - and it wears on 
the kids.” 

So what does he do to practice? 
Coach Spring uses a new fangled 
“intensity training” that he swears by. 
This innovative technique begins with 
a stroke frequency test. Each team 
member is timed while swimming 
slow, medium and “all out.” The 
results are put into a computer pro- 
gram that prints a personalized graph 
that shows swimmers what their opti- 
mal arm rotating rate is. 

“Kids learn to swim at their optimal 
speed and distance per stroke. Instead 
of training them to swim fast, you’re 
teaching them to swim fast.” 

Five or six days a week for at least 
an hour and a half, 68 kids, ages 7 to 18, 
are using this technique and are show- 
ing what their coach called impressive 
results. 

Coach Spring says 95 percent have 
shown improved times. One swimmer 
ranks sixth in the country for the 50- 
yard butterfly. And many others are

ranked in the top 20. 

“It’s very self-motivating - they 
check their own times,” says Mr. 
Spring. “It’s a big transition from when 
the coach would stand on the side and 
yell (acting as the motivation), This 
technique requires self-motivation. 
They have no one to blame but them- 
selves if they aren’t reaching their 
goals.” 

The Pirates compete in U.S. Swim- 
ming program competitions and swim 
out of the Greater Lawrence Technical 
School pool in West Andover. 

Coach Spring's motivation for swim- 
ming began in Oswego, N.Y., where his 
dad coached the college swim team and 
“taught all the kids in his town how to 
swim.” Coach Spring began swimming 
at 7 and has stayed in the fast (swim- 
ming) lane ever since.

Six sec- 
onds were trimmed off his time in the 
100-meter breaststroke. 

“It definitely worked. Other guys 
had similar drops (time improvements) 
and they continued to drop.” 

Knowing that it works from person- 
al experience, Coach Spring’s biggest 
coaching challenge is “getting the kids 
to believe that training this way 
works.” 

Adam Schoen, a swimmer on the 
team, is a believer. 

“I dropped at least two seconds off 
(my times) in every event — even after a 
broken foot kept me out for two 
months,” he says. “It (intensity train- 
ing) makes your arms move faster 
instead of swimming thousands of 
yards floppy.” 

For Mr. Spring, the greatest joy in 
coaching is “watching the kids get bet- 
ter - that makes it all worthwhile” (as 
long as they are still having fun). And 
from the looks of it, they are.

F alent, depth and tradition form a 
virtually unbeatable trifecta in 
the world of high school athlet- 

ics. 

Add an outstanding coaching staff to 
the mix, and you have the key ingredi- 
ents that enable Andover High to 
crank out blockbuster spring track 
teams year after year. 

Last season was typical of the Gold- 
en Warriors’ uninterrupted string of 
successes. 

Both the boys and girls squads won 
Merrimack Valley Conference Large 
School Division titles. The boys also 
captured the Haverhill Invitational, 
Andover Boosters Invitational, MVC 
League Meet and placed second to 
Reading in the Eastern Mass. Class B 
Meet, while the girls highlighted their 
campaign by winning the Class B title. 

In the past three decades the boys 
have won six All-State championships, 
a pair of New England titles (1970, 
1984), and innumerable league and 
invitational meet crowns. 

The girls have captured four MVC 
championships since 1989, including 
three straight from 1989-91, and since 
winning their first EMass. Class B title 
in 1989 they have not finished lower 
than third in that prestigious meet. 

Guess again if you think there will 
be any letdown for either squad in 1994. 

Veteran Head Coach Dick Collins, 
who begins his 35th year as boys’ head 
coach and his 16th at the girls’ helm, is 
currently working with another huge 
turnout of 186 athletes. 

There are exactly 100 boys, 86 girls, 
4nd the overall number is expected to 
swell to more than 200 when approxi-
